The man who 
wrote 
the 
most 
popular 
safety slogan in history told the other day 
how It came ab out. 


Back in 1931, Rob ert S. WaKtrom, a Chi­ 
cago advertising manager of a casualty com­ 
pany , thought that something was lacking in 
the most widely used safety slogan of that 
tim« '! 
‘‘Drive 
carefully . . . save a child’s 
life.” He wanted to appeal to the powerful 
in:dinct of .self-preservation. He wrote 
the 
W'ordru “The life y ou save may lae y our own.” 


It didn't b ecome widely know'n, however, 
until 1947 when it was used in a b ig safety 
campaign. The National Safety Council has 
made it its official slogan. 
The fiunous slogan has prompted .some in­ 
teresting take-offs almost as g*xjd as the 
original. There was a .‘.jgn along a road near 
the front in Korea when the shooting was 
on that warned: “Drive carefully . The man 
y ou hit may b e y our replacement.” And there 
was the notice that appeared on a church 
b ulletin b oard which achieved fame. “Come 
to church. The soul y ou save may b e y our 
own.”
